REMARKS 


Ciaims 15-28 are all the claims pending in the application, claims 1-14 
having been previously cancelled. The Examiner rejects claim 28 under 35 
U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. Claim 1 9 is objected to for informalities. Claims 1 5-27 are allowed. 

Applicants amend claim 19 and cancel claim 28. 


Applicants amend claim 19 to correct the spelling of "grooves" in the fifth 
line, and believe this correction overcomes the Examiner's objection. Applicants 
respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection, 

112, First Paragraph, Rejection 

Applicants cancel claim 28 and believe this rejection is now moot, and 
respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection.
